PROVISION  OF  GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA . 

Domiciliary  and  General  Practice  Nursing.  There  are  10  District  Nurses  in 
the  area  who  provide  a  very  efficient  and  satisfactory  nursing  service  for 
the  Rural  District.  These  nurses  also  act  in  the  capacities  of  School  Nurse 
and  Health  Visitors.  Thus  each  nurse  has  a  very  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the 
health  of  the  people. 

Adequate  medical  service  under  the  National  Health  Service  is  provided  by 
the  general  practitioners  who  reside  in  the  area  and  also  by  the  practitioners 
who  reside  outside  the  Rural  area  but  attend  patients  who  reside  within. 

Hospital  Services.  Where  necessary,  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted^ 
to  Moxley  Isolation  Hospital,  near  Wednesbury,  or  Bucknall  Hospital, 
Stoke-on-Trent. 

Yarnfield  Recovery  Hospital  is  available  to  patients  from  Stafford  General 
Infirmary,  when  required. 

Medical  and  surgical  cases  areeadmitted  to  Stafford  General  Infirmary, 
the  North  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary,  Stoke-on-Trent  and  the  City  General 
Hospital,  Newcastle. 

Orthopaedic  cases  this  area  and  surrounding  districts  are  admitted  to 
Standon  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  treatment  when  necessary. 


Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  City  General  Hospital,  Stafford 
General  Infirmary,  Burton  House  Maternity  Home,  Stafford  and  to  Fernleigh, 
Stafford. 

Aged  people  and  chronic  cases  are  provided  for  by  Trent  Hospital,  Stone 
and  Fernleigh,  Stafford,  which  are  administered  by  the  Stafford  Hospital 
Management  Committee. 

School  Clinics  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.  Staffordshire  County  Council  hold 
school  clinics  at  St.  Michael's  Hall  every  Thursday  morning  attended  by  children 
from  the  Rural  Area  and  also  at  Eccle shall  Methodist  School  Room  every  Friday 
morning.  Dental  treatment  is  provided  in  the  schools  in  the  area  and  at  the 
Kitchener  Institute,  Stone. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  in  Eccleshall  every  Friday  morning.  In 
addition  the  weekly  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  St.  Michael’s  Hall  Stone  and 
in  the  Walton  Community  Centre,  Stone  are  attended  by  mothers  and  babies  from 
the  Rural  Area. 

Tuberculosis  Scrvicos.  As  there  is  no  local  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  the  patients 
in  the  Rural  District  who  have  developed  this  disease  travel  to  Mill  Bank 
Dispensary,  Stafford  and  the  Chest  Clinic,  Newcastle.  A  TuPerculosis  Health 
Visitor  employed  by  the  County  Council  operates  part-time  in  this  area. 
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Laboratory  Service.  All  specimens  from  general  practitioners,  milk,  ice-cream, 
water, and  sewage  effluent  samples,  together  with  suspected  unsound  foods,  are 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Stafford  for  examination.  The 
laboratory  provides  an  invaluable  service  for  this  branch  of  public  health  ad¬ 
ministration.  •  • 

Chemical  Analysis  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst,  Stafford. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  laboratory  at  Wolverhampton  accept  specimens, 
of  diseased  meat  for  examination  when  laboratory  tests  are  required  for  confirma 
tion  of  opinions  on  the  neat. 

The  Laboratory  at  the  Agricultural  College,  Rodbaston  carry  out  analysis 
of  soil. 

Ambulanc e  S e rvi c e .  The  ambulance  service  from  the  Stone  Ambulance  Station  is 
now  operated  from  8  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  on  Mondays  to  Fridays,  and  from  8  a.m.  to 
12  noon  on  Saturdays.  If  required  at  other  times  ambulances  are  called  from 
Stafford. 

Mortuary.  Mortuary  facilities  are  provided  at  Trent  Hospital. 

Atmospheric  Pollution.  By  means  of  six  deposit  gauges  which  are  placed  in 
certain  parts  of  the  Rural  District  -  a  constant  check  of  the  atmospheric 
pollution  occurring  in  the  area  is  maintained.  These  gauges  are  examined 
monthly  in  the  laboratories  in  Stafford  for  the  amount  of  grit  deposited  in 
the  area. 

There  are  in  addition  14  Lead  Peroxide  cylinders  also  placed  at  certain 
points  to  measure  the  Sulphur  Dioxide  content  in  the  area.  In  addition  there 
are  eight  soil  testing  boxes. 

The  analysis  for  the  grit  deposit  gauges  and  lead  peroxide  cylinders  are 
made  in  the  Laboratory  at  the  County  Buildings,  Stafford  and  soil  analysis  is 
carried  out  at  Rodbaston  Agricultural  College,  Penkridge. 

GENERAL  HEALTH  IN  THE  AREA . 

Births  and  Deaths.  In  commenting  on  the  vital  statistics  I  would  point  out 
that  both  the  bir.th  and  death  rates  compare  favourably  with  the  figures  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Live  births  for  the  year  1954  total  256  whilst  those  for  1953  totalled 
273  which  is  a  decrease  of  17  for  the  year. 

Death  rate  for  infants  under  1  year  of  age  has  decreased  by  4  from  11 
in  1953  to  7  in  1954. 

General  death  rate  shows  an  increase  from  8.6  per  thousand  population 
in  1953  to  10.7  per  thousand  population  for  1954* 
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Infectious  Diseases. 

General.  The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  for  the  year 
1954  totalled  208  which  was  a  decrease  of  39  compared  with  1953  (247). 

This  is  mainly  due  to  the  occurrence  of  fewer  cases  of  measles.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases 
during  1954* 

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  21  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  in  1954  against 
12  in  1953. 

Pneumonia.  There  were  10  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  in  1954  against  9  in 
1953.“

Measles.  Only  94  cases  notified  in  1954  against  163  cases  in  1953.

Whooping  Cough.  The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  decreased  by  31  (22 
in  1954  -  53  in  1953).  Whilst  this  improvement . points  to  the  value  of 
Immunisation  against  this  disease,  I  ;am  of  the  opinion  that  the  number  of 
cases  of  this  disease  should  be  much  lower.  Although  parents  of  children 
are  aware  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  family  doctors  and  clinics 
for  protection  against  the  disease,  they  refuse  to  take  the  necessary  pre¬ 
cautions  -  the  cause  in  most  of  these  unprotected  cases  being  sheer  care¬ 
lessness  or  laziness. 

Poliomyelitis.  No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Fever.  One  case  of  this  disease  was  reported  during  the  year  1954* 

Dysentery.  40  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  -  all 
were  institutional  cases,  39  in  one  institution  and  1  in  another. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases.  There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox,  Diphtheria, 

Enteric  Fevers,  Erysipelas  or  Meningitis  notified  in  1954* 

Tuberculosis.  The  following  are  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Register. 

1953  -  25 

1954  -  34 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  5  for  the  year. 

24  cases  were  notified  during  1954  which  number  included  inward  transfers 
from  other  areas. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  conducted  a  survey  in  Eccle shall  and  Barlaston 
during  the  year.  In  the  former  421  people  were  X-Rayed  (300  Adults  and  101 
School  Children),  and  of  them  1  adult  and  1  school  child  were  further  in¬ 
vestigated.  In  Barlaston  107  were  examined  and  no  cases  were  found. 

Food  Poisoning.  An  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  in  one  of  the  residential 
hostels  in  the  area.  The  total  number  of  residents  at  the  hostel  was  498.  Due 
to  swift  precautionary  measures  by  the  Health  Department,  the  Doctor  attending 
the  sick  bay  and  the  co-operation  of  the  staff  of  the  hostel  the  number  of 
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actual  cases  wore  limited  to  20.  All  these  cases  made  a  complete  recovery. 

This  very  satisfactory  result  is  a  proof  of  what  can  be  achieved  when 
there  is  complete  co-operation  between  the  general  practitioner,  the  local 
health  department  and  the  administrators  in  charge  of  the  kitchen  staff. 

Apart  from  the  above  no  other  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during 
the  year  -  which  is  gratifying. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 . 

No  action  was  taken  in  1954  under  Section  47  of  this  Act. 

One  case  which  came  into  the  above  category,  went  into  an  institution 
voluntarily.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 
Eastern  Areas  Supply  Scheme. 


The  extension  to  the  Eastern  Parishes  Water  Supply  Scheme  to  serve  the 
areas  known  as  Stone  Heath,  Sharpley  Heath,  Coton  Hayes  and  Milwich  together 
with  the  extension  from  Hilderstone  to  serve  the  villages  of  Sandon  and 
Burston  is  still  under  review. 

Yarnfield  Water  Supply. 

Approval  has  now  been  given  to  this  scheme  by  the  Ministry.  The  Scheme 
will  serve  the  Yarnfield  Recovery  Hospital  in  addition  to  the  village. 


SEWERAGE. 


Fulford  Parish. 

The  question  of  main  drainage  for  the  Meir  Heath  District  comprising 
Sandon  Road,  Grindley  Lane,  Hilderstone  Road  and  Birkholme  Drive  is  still 
under  consideration  by  the  Council  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  asked 
to  prepare  the  scheme  on  the  lines  of  the  amended  proposal. 

Blythe  Valley  Main  Drainage  scheme  has  now  been  completed  and  the  necessary 
branch  drainage  systems  have  been  connected  thereto. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  still  being  maintained  by  three  refuse  vehicles 
despite  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  refuse  being  collected.  The  approximate 
annual  tonnage  of  refuse  removed  is  4,503  tons  and  the  annual  mileage  covered 
by  the  three  vehicles  is  35,724.  The  representative  annual  collection  is 
.27  tons  per  head  of  population. 

Refuse  Tips. 

Three  refuse  tips  are  still  being  used  and  valuable  work  is  being  carried 
out  by  reclaiming  land  which  will  ultimately  be  used  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Night  Soil  Collection.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Slaughtering  Facilities . 

During  the  period  of  meat  rationing  to  3rd  July,  1954?  all  animals, 
the  flesh  of  which  was  intended  for  human  consumption,  were  slaughtered  at 
the  Ministry  of  Food  Central  Slaughterhouse  at  Stone. 

Following  upon  the  announcement  that  private  slaughtering  would  be 
permitted  upon  decontrol  of  meat  supplies  in  certain  classes  of  private 
slaughterhouses,  four  applications  were  received  in  respect  of  private 
slaughterhouses  which  were  in  use  prior  to  the  control  and  rationing  of  meat  „ 
in  1940.  Provisional  consent  was  given  subject  to  the  carrying  out  of 
certain  works  in  each  case.  However,  two  applicants  decided  not  to  proceed 
and  two  only  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  upon  completion  of  works, 
both  being  situated  in  the  township  of  Eccle shall.  These  licences  were  issued 
in  accordance  with  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954  to  expire  on  the  31st  July, 
1959. 


Twenty  three  men  were  licensed  to  stun  and  slaughter  animals  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.  The  licences  opera tod 
until  the  31et  December,  1954* 

Meat  Inspection. 

Prior  to  decontrol  of  meat,  the  inspection  of  meat  was  carried  out  at 
the  Stone  Central  Slaughterhouse  by  Officers  of  the  Stone  Urban  District 
Council.

Notes  on  the  foregoing  table. 

(a)  3  cattle  other  than  cows  and  1  pig  are  included  under  both  headings, 

tuberculosis  and  some  other  condition  being  found  in  each  of  these  animals. 


(b)  The  figures  given  for  the  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected  in¬ 
cludes  4  sheep  and  7  pigs  which  had  been  emergency  slaughtered.  The  2 
sheep  and  4  of  the  pigs  referred  to  as  wholly  condemned  for  diseases  other 
than  tuberculosis  were  such  casualties. 

(c)  Cysticorcus  bovis.  Included  in  the  figures  for  part  condemnations  are 
6  cattle  in  which  localised  cysticercus  bovis  was  found.  In  these  beasts, 
the  remainder  of  the  carcases  and  offals  were  consigned  to  cold  storage  at 
Stoke-on-Trent,  after  condemnation  of  the  affected  offal.  The  weight  of  beef 
conveyed  to  cold  storage  was  3,739  lb.  and  the  six  cases  form  3.05$  of  the 
total  cattle  killed  and  inspected. 


(d)  In  the  majority  of  cases  of  part  condemnation  for  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis,  the  organ  affected  was  the  liver,  wholly  or  in  part.  In  cattle  *■ 
64  livers  were  concerned,  in  sheep  and  lambs  *  46  and  in  pigs  -  21,  mainly  due 
to  parasitic  conditions.  It  will  be  observed  that  a  large  quantity  of  liver 
has  beenlost  due  to  such  conditions,  and  if  this  is  prevalent  throughout  the 
Country,  the  food  and  financial  losses  due  to  these  causes  must  be  great  in¬ 
deed.

A  canned  ham  was  submitted  to  the  public  analyst  for  examination  for 
metallic  contamination  and  was  disposed  of  by  him.  The  other  cans  were 
buried  at  the  Council's  refuse  tips. 

Manufactured  Food. 

Five  butchers'  premises  are  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938  for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausage  and 
pressed  meat  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption  and  are  kept  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner.  These  are  the  only  premises  registerable  under  this  Section. 

One  registration  was  cancelled  during  the  year,  in  the  statutory  manner, 
by  reason  of  the  condition  of  the  promises  and  cessation  of  the  use  of  the 
premises. 


Ice-Cream. 

During  the  year,  2  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale 
of  ice-cream,  making  a  total  of  41  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Ice-cream  was  on  sale  at  32  of  these  premises  only. 

The  only  factory  at  which  ice-cream  was  manufactured  within  the  District 
closed  down  and  did  not  operate  during  the  year.

Samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken,  at  regular  intervals  during  the  "season" 
covering  the  six  months  from  April  to  September  and  submitted  for  bacteriologi 
cal  examination  with  the  following  results.

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Six  manufacturers  from  outside  the  District  were  concerned* 

The  grade  4  result  was  obtained  from  a  pre-packed  tub  of  ice-cream 
and  investigation  at  the  retailer's  premises  brought  an  admission  from  the 
occupier  that  he  had  collected  a  batch  of  ice— cream  from  the  premises  of  the 
area  distributor  and  had  forgotten  to  take  his  freezing  apparatus  with  him. 
Ho  was  warned  that  he  must  ensure  compliance  with  the  Ice-Cream  (Hoat  Treat¬ 
ment)  Regulation,  1947  regarding  storage  temperatures  of  ice-cream.  .  Sub¬ 
sequent  examination  of  samples  from  this  retailer  gave  Grade  1  results. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  mobile  vans  used  for  the  retailing  of  ice¬ 
cream  within  the  District  have  been  inspected  and  were  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factorily  operated.

A  total  of  193  inspections  were  carried  out  at  food  premises  during  the 
year,  and  once  more  every  effort  has  been  made  to  improve  the  standard  of 
food  hygiene  in  the  District,  and  a  great  improvement  has  been  experienced. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  improvements  have  been  obtained  informally, 
mainly  verbally,  and  occupiers  have  been  very  co-operative  with  the  officers 
of  the  Department.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  a  number  of  occupiers  of 
food  premises  are  only  too  willing  to  come  to  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  advice. 

Improvement  has  been  affected  at  a  number  of  public  houses  in  connection 
with  glass  washing  facilities,  structural  defects,  sanitary  accommodation 
and  other  matters  in  relation  to  hygiene. 

A  number  of  mobile  food  vans  and  shops  have  been  inspected  during  the 

year.

As  reported  previously,  one  of  these  is  without  a  proper  and 
adequate  supply  of  water  and  will  be  served  by  a  proposed  mains  extension. . 

It  is  hoped  that  this  main  will  be  laid  during  1955  and  the  premises  supplied 

accordingly.

Milk  Production. 

Milk  production  at  Dairy  Farms  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  through  officers  of  the  County  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee. 


Distribution  of  Milk. 

The  Council  is  the  Registration  Authority  for  dairymen  other  than 
Dairy  Farmers  (Distributors)  and  for  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms;  i.e. 
non— producer  retailers  and  their  premises.  25  dairymen  have  been  registered 
as  Distributors  within  the  Stone  Rural  District  as  follows; 

Operating  from  premises  within  the  District. ... .9 
Operating  from  premises  outside  the  District. . .16 

2  premises  are  registered  as  Dairies,  the  remaining  seven  distributors 
from  promises  in  the  Rural  District  either  operate  from  farm  aairios  (shared 
with  a  dairy  farmer)  which  are  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  or  since  they  obtain  their  milk  in  bottles  from  dairy  farms  and 
wholesale  dairies,  and  sell  the  milk  in  the  same  bottles  unopened,  their 
premises  are  not  regi storable  as  dairies. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  some  dairy  farmers  retail  milk  in  the 
district  and  are  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
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Special  Designations . 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  type  of  licences  Issued  to 
distributors  and  producer  retailers  authorising  the  use  of  Special  Desig¬ 
nations  in  respect  of  milk.  Producer  retailers  are  licensed  only  in  respect 
of  milk  sold  retail  under  a  special  designation  and  is  not  produced  from 
their  herd.

Bacteriological  Failures.  The  number  of  failures  have  been  considerably  re¬ 
duced,  although  there  was  a  high  proportionate  increase  of  failures  in 
tuberculin  tested  milks.  The  raw  milk  failures  are  investigated  by  the  Milk 
Regulations  Department  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee,  and 
pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  failures  by  the  Authorities  in  whose  areas 
the  milks  are  processed. 
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Tuberculosis.  In  addition  to  the  two  positive  samples  referred  to  in  the 
foregoing  table,  six  samples  takon  at  a  dairy  in  another  part 'of  Staffordshire 
and.  one  sample  taken  at  a. dairy  in  Birmingham,  from  milks  produced  in  Stone 
Rural  District,  were  found  to  be  positive  to  biological  tests  for  tuberculosis 
during  the  year. 

Three  notices  were  served  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations  1949  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  requiring  the  heat  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  milk  before  sale  to  the  public,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
these,  together  with  one  notice  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1953,  had  been 
withdrawn  when  he  was  satisfied  that  the  herds  concerned  were  non-tuberculous, 
the  final  certificates  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  Ministry  of  » 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  having  been  received.  In  the  remaining  six  cases 
such  action  was  not  necessary,  the  milk  from  five  herds  being  sold  wholesale 
to  dairies  for  pasteurisation,  and  in  the  other  case,  the  herd  had  been  sold  ' 
by  public  sale  four  days  after  the  sample  was  taken  at  Birmingham.  In  the 
latter  case,  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  was  faced  with  the  task  of 
tracing  the  cows  from  this  herd  to  approximately  twenty  different  premises 
scattered  throughout  the  County. 

Brucella  Abortus.  A  case  of  undulant  fever  was  reported  from  another  authority, 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk  from  a  farm  in  this  district  being  suspected.  On  in¬ 
vestigation  by  the  County  Health  Department,  six  cows  from  this  farm  were  found 
to  be  giving  milk  positive  to  Brucella  abortus,  and  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  served  statutory  notice  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949  requiring  heat  treatment  of  the  milk  from  these  cows.  The 
farmer  withdrew  the  cows  concerned  from  the  herd  and  sent  the  milk  produced  by 
them  for  pasteurisation.  Subsequently,  the  milk  from  t  /o  other  cows  gave 
evidence  of  the  presence  of  Brucella  abortus  and  were  voluntarily  withdrawn 
from  the  herd.  Five  cows  were  eventually  sold  for  slaughter  and  the  other 
three  transferred  to  a  farm  outside  the  District,  from  which  all  milk  is  sold 
for  pasteurisation.

This  Council  is  the 
authority  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  Section  38  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1950  relating  to  ventilation  and  temperature  in,  and  sanitary 
conveniences  provided  for,  shops.
